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The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

The provisions of Neb.Rev.Stat. 8§ 76-874 grantradlominium homeowners association a lien

on a unit for any assessment levied against thabufines imposed against its unit owner from
the time the assessment or fine becomes due antica nontaining the dollar amount of such

lien is recorded in the office where mortgagesracerded. The statute further establishes the
priority of a condominium homeowners associatien lin relation to other types of liens,
including a first mortgage or deed of trust agathstunit and liens for real estate taxes and other
governmental assessments or charges against the uni

While Neb.Rev.Stat. § 76-874 sets forth the rutgegning the establishment and priority of
condominium homeowners association liens thereamently no statutory provisions that
address the establishment and priority of the lafrsther types of homeowners association’s,
such as a townhome owners association or a onedtddmily residence homeowners
association.

LB 736 would establish provisions relating to tlstablishment and priority of liens that are

identical to the provisions of Neb.Rev.Stat. 8§ 78-8or all types of homeowners associations,
other than condominium homeowners associations.
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
